U. OF A. RESEARCHES 
HELP THE PROVINCE 


Deans Reports Show That the 
University Plays a Big Part In 
the Life of Alberta 


The resumptive reports of the 
year’s work, made by the Deans for 
their different faculties, give inter- 
esting sidelights nto the work which 
this University does, and the major 
part which she plays in the life of 
the province. The commonly ac- 
cepted idea that it is a mere institu- 
tion of higher learning is dissolved by 
a perusal of these reports, a resume 
of which follows. 

Faculty of Agriculture. i 

An innovation was introduced in 
the Faculty of Agriculture this year 
when a course leading to a degree of 
Bachelor of Science in Agriculture 
was offered. By this change, Agri- 
culture is placed on the same foot- 
ing in the University as all other 
Faculties, and the new degree re- 
ceives recognition from all other ap- 
proved colleges. There are 158 stu- 
dents registered in the Faculty, 
seven of whom won scholarships to 
other institutions during the year. 

Dean Howes’ report for the year 
gives some idea of what the Faculty 
of Agriculture does for the farmers 
in the province. With experimental 
work going on in crop-growing, ani- 
mal husbandry, entomology, and in 
fact, every branch of the science, 
the. farmer is enabled to receive ad- 
vice and help by which he is bene- 
fitted greatly. The terrible scourges 
which affect the crops have their ra- 
pid progress stopped by the scientific 
aid forthcoming from the University, 
and with the help of the modern 
radio, press bulletins, and travelling 
lecturers the farmer obtains direct 
information: and instruction, the re- 
sults of which are highly beneficial 
not only to himself, but to the prov- 
ince and the dominion at large. 

* An interesting fact worthy of 
notice is that the University of Al- 
berta is carrying on more livestock 
experimental work than any institu- 
tion of its kind in Canada, or prob- 
ably on the continent. Another im- 
portant feature of the year was the 
splendid winnings at the Interna- 
tional Show at Chicago made by 
lberta exhibits, which have brought 
before the world the wonderful pos- 
sibilities of the province. vy 
Department of Extension. 

Some indication of the large part 
which the Department of Extension 
of the University of Alberta plays in 
both the city and the rural life of this 
province may be gained from the re-. 
port of the Department’s work for 
the year made by the Director, Mr. 
A. E. Ottewell. 

The policy of continuing extension 
attendance at these lectures has been 
lectures has been maintained and an 
noted of approximately 34,000. In 
addition special lectures were given 
before various institutions, such as 
city boards of trade, technical schools 
and labour councils. 

Approximately 8,000 books were 
issued from the open shelf of the 
Extension library. In addition a 
course of visual instruction was prac- 
tised by supplying foreign schools 
with prints of pictures “From the 
Manger to the Cross,” a film depict- 
ing the life of Christ was exhibited 
to approximately 6,000 people 
throughout the rural districts of the 
province. 

_ Mr. Ottewell makes the interest- 
ing note that in some sub-depart- 
ments of the Department of Exten- 
sion, this University has far exceeded 
the rates of circulation in comparison 
with that attained in some of the 
states of the United States where 
similar worok is being carried on, and 
he therefore does not look for a very 
great increase in this work until the 


population of the province has been | 


augmented. 
Faculty of Arts: and Sciences. 

The Faculty of rts and Sciences 
shows an increase in registration this 
year, the total enrollment being 738 
as compared with 696 in 1922. The 
inerease is confined, however, to 
Commerce and the combined courses, 
the degrees of Bachelor of Arts and 
Bachelor of Science showing a notice- 
able decrease. Dean Kerr, in his re- 
port, attributes this to the hard 
times through which the province is 
passing, and forecasts no immediate 
resumption to etaonin attendance un- 
til better conditions return. 

The practise of offering certain 
courses at late afternoon hours and 
Saturday mornings, has been con-' 
tinued. This gives teachers in city 
schools, eager to equip themselves 
farther, the opportunity for so doing. 

It is interesting to note the fluc- 
tuations in registrations of profes- 
sional ‘and semi-professional courses, 
given under the aegis of the Faculty 
of Arts and Sciences. The degree

FIRST CLASS IN 
LAW TO GRADUATE 


Received All Its Training Within 
the University—Excellent 
Law School Here 


This year will see the graduation 
of the first law class trained entirely 
within the University. Recent legis- 
lation has made a three years ‘uni- 
versity course based on Grade XII or 
first year Arts obligatory for admis- 
sion to the bar with the degree of 


LL.B., although office men may still 
be admitted without degree on ‘the 
completion of five years’ of service 
and the passing of the required ex- 
aminations. 

This change will mean the setting 
of a higher standard in legal educa- 
tion as a result of the better training 
which it will now be possible to give. 
The faculty, as at present constitut- 
ed, consists of two regular full time 
lecturers and four sessional lecturers. 
The two regular lecturers are J. A. 
Weir B.A., LL.B., Associate Profes- 
sor of Law, and V. E. Klevin, B.A., 
LL.B., Assistant Professor of Law. 
Both are Rhodes scholars, and are 
said to be among the best teachers of 
law in Canada. Frank ‘Ford, D.C.L., 
KiC.) soe oH Parlee, <BA,;: BiG be 
K.C., W. Dixon Craig,-B.A., LL.B., 
and G. H. Steer, M.A., are the ses- 
sional lecturers. 

The law school is modeled after the 
Harvard practice, which is the great- 
est law school in the English-speaking 
world today. The case method of 
study, which is used there and is re- 
cognized to be the best known sys- 
tem for the study of law, is also in 
use at the Alberta school. With an 
excellent teaching staff and an ade- 
quate library, which<is being added 
to and improved, there is every pos- 
sibility that before many years Al- 
berta will have the best law school 
in the Dominion.

Examination results reveal the fact that over one hundred and fifty 
undergraduates will receive bachelors degrees, thirty-six will receive higher 
degrees and sixteen will receive diplomas in pharmacy this year at the 


fourteenth annual spring Convocation.

The casualty list, however, 


this year among those graduating has not been large, except in the 
University graduating class in law, where seven out of a class of twenty 
failed to make the grade, and must write supplementary examinations 


before they will receive their degrees. 


Of greatest importance among the 
degrees to be conferred this year is 
that of Doctor of Science (D.Sc.}. 
This is the highest degree granted by 
this University, and the requirements 
are very high. A candidate must 
have been a bachelor of at least 
seven years’ standing, and must hold 
the degree of Master of Science or 
a degree equivalent, before this de- 
gree can be granted. It may only 
be conferred where the candidate 
has distinguished himself by special 
research of learning in the domain 
of science, and conclusive evidence 
must be shown of this. _ This degree 
this year will be conferred on Pro- 
fessor J. B. Collip, M.A., Ph.D., head 
of the department of biochemistry. 
Dr. Collip’s share in the discovery 
and development of insulin is well 
known, while his other contributions 
in the field of science have been very 
great. An independent committee 
entirely unacquainted with Dr. Collip 
was appointed to investigate the ma- 
terial submitted; and. they, after a 
careful examination of this, unani- 
mously recommended the awarding 
of the degree. 

Of the other degrees, it is inter- 
esting to note that sixty-nine of 
these are for the Bachelor of Arts 
degree, seven for:the Bachelor of 
Commerce degree, and nineteen in 
Agriculture. In the graduate de- 
grees five will be admitted to the 
degree of Bachelor of Education and 
over twenty to the Master of Arts 
degree. Sixteen diplomas in Phar- 
macy will also be given.

President McAllister Presents Good Financial Report—Recom- 
mendations of Importance Made—Three Changes 
Made in Constitution 


The annual reports this year show a very satisfactory state of 


affairs in the Students’ Union. 


While financially the year has been 


a good one, the activities of the major associations have been in no 
way cramped, and they have maintained a steady progress through- 
out the term. The year was marked by several important changes 
in the constitution affecting Initiation, The Gateway, and Students’ 


Court. President McAllister, in 


his report, recommends changes 


in the method of allotting rooms in residence, the building up of a 
large surplus fund, more assistance to intro-mural athletics, and a 
reception for the Freshmen soon after their arrival. 

The reports which follow are printed in full as given at a 
recent meeting of the Committee on Student Affairs. 


STUDENTS’ COUNCIL REPORT 
Finances 


The year’s activities were carried on at 
a cost of approximately $12,000.00. A sub- 
stantial surplus fund, a reserve fund, and 
bleachers on the rugby field and gymna- 
sium were turned over to the council of 
1924-25. 

The financial policy has been one of re- 
trenchment, as far as possible, without ser- 
iously affecting the operations of any of 
the clubs and societies. It was considered 
better for this year to invest money in 
equipment and permanent constructions that 
were needed badly, than to spend money lay- 
ishly on senior teams and activities which 
would directly benefit only a few partici- 
pants. 

A contribution was made toward the paint- 
ing of the portrait of Chancellor Stuart, the 
amount being $500.00. $200.00 was also 
contributed to the European Students’ Re- 
lief fund. Both of these amounts were con- 
tributed directly by the students in a levy 
on their caution money. 

The Students’ Council assumed responsi- 
bility for the publication of the Evergreen 
and Gold. $300.00 was guaranteed by the 
Council to the proposed visit of the Oxford 
Debating team 


RESOLUTIONS AND AMENDMENTS . 
Initiation ia 

A resolution was passed modifying the 
form which initiations should take in fut- 
ure years, in accordance with the plan pro- 
posed by the president of the University. 
The resolution included the suggestion that 
a day to be called “University Day” should 
be set aside, and that the annual field 
meet and initiation should take place at 
that time. 

Publications 

A bill to imtroduce a new Undergraduate 
Publications Act was passed giving - the 
Editor-in-Chief of The Gateway absolute au- 
authority over both the editorial and 
business ends of the paper, and making him 
responsible to the Students’ Council, The 
book-keeping system of The Gateway was 
altered so that the financial transactions of 
The Gateway will pass through the beoks 
of the treasurer in the same way as those 
of the other major clubs under the Stu- 
dents’ Council. 

Students’ Court 

An amendment to the Students’ Court Act 
was passed, giving authority to the House 
Committee to impose penalties for minor 
offenses committed on or about the resi- 
dences, fines imposed not to exceed $5.00. 
The Chief Justice or either of the puisne 
judges- are constituted as magistrates to 
deal in a summary manner with any minor 
offenses committed at or about the Univer- 
sity. 

Athletics 

An amendment to the constitution of the 
Athletic Association Act was passed alt- 
ering the decorations given for inter-fac- 
ulty and house league competitions.

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Finances 
A small surplus fund has been started 
with the hope that it will be added to each 
year and that in time a substantial sum 
may be accumulated which may be used 
to the best interests of the. university and 
students; possibly the nucleus of a fund 

for a covered rink. 

Athletics 
More financial assistance should be given 
to the development of inter-faculty and 
house league competitions to the end that a 
greater number of students could take part 
in activities and more candidates would be 
made available for the*various senior teams. 

Residences 
In the allotment of rooms in the resi- 
dences, the senior students and freshmen 
should be given the preference, and the re- 
mainder of the rooms be alloted to selected 
juniors and sophomores. A great many of 
the present difficulties with freshmen would 
be overcome by having them: in residence 
rather than scattered throughout -the city. 

First-Year Students 

Some form of entertainment or recep- 
tion should be held for all first-year stu- 
dents on their arrival at the uniyersity, in 
order that they might be introduced to 
the members of the Students’ Council and 
other student officials, and» made acquaint- 
ed with available activities, functions, and 
so on. This would not only “be of value 
to the Freshmen but would stimulate a 
university spirit, which

The Dramatic Society 

The Dramatic Society held monthly meet- 
ings open to students and members of the 
staff, at which papers were read and ex- 
cerpts of plays presented.

Two of these meet- 
ings deserve special mention, one being a 
commemoration of the Shakespeare tercen-

“The subject is a new one for de- 
bate in Canada, but suggests a 
unique solution for the problem of © 
Canadian status as a nation within 
the Empire. The Oxford team have 
chosen the negative side of the ar- 
gument, and the case which they will 
present should be of especial interest 
representing, as it probably will, the 
feeling in the Motherland on t 
question today.
